HOW PARCELS SHOULD BE 
SENT TO WAR PRISONERS, 

Ottawn, Oct. 18S.—The 9 postmaster- 
general states that a larve number of 
| patoets for prisoners of war abrond 
are stil found to be unfit for onward 
transmission, in Consequence of Inade- 
quate packing. Parcels should bi 
very strongly preked, A single sheet 
of brown pay or a thin eardhbeard 
box, such as shoe pox, does 
afford sufficient protection. 


Where proper materials are 
is importasc that the cantents should 
be tiththy packed, so as not to shake 


whoun in transmission, In view of 
the exeeptional conditions of transl, 
involving several transhipments and 
exposure to great heat, it is necessa 
that pareels for the Mediterranean 
expeditionary force should he very 
carefully packed, The 
recommendations are made as a se- 
sult of the experience of the army 
post-offices: 

Sinall parcels are found to arrive in 
‘better condition than large parcels 


If a large consignment has to be sent 
it is better to send two or three small 
sarcels than one large one, 

All parcels should be as nearly 


round as possible, and should be well

After being out fifteen minutes the 
jury returned with a verdict. They 
found accuse@ guilty of “receiving” 
but added a recommendation for 
mercy.
